Accounts  paid  by  disbursing  officers  for  the  purchase,  fabrication, 
or  repair  of  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores,  contrary  to  the  foregoing  or- 
der, vfill  not  be  admitted  in  the  settlement  of  their  accounts.
